PARALYSIS IN NEW YORK CITY 


An exodu, of children hai begun 
from N«w York in flight from the 
ci'idcmic of infantile paratysi. now 
prevalent in that city. It i< estimated 
that more than 60,000 children of all 
axes have been tent out of town by 
their parent, in the six days prior to 
July 6th, snd that many thousands 
inure will go quickly. Already fears 
arc expressed that the children flee¬ 
ing from New York may carry the 
infection elsewhere, and it is possible 
thal barrier, will be erected against 
(he entrance of children from New 
York into congested centers, such as 
Chicago. 

Including July 6th 524 case, of in¬ 
fantile paralysis had bren reported in 
Greater New York, with a total of 
126 deaths. In one day alone, 50 new 
diagnosed and ,tt new suspected cases 
were reported, with as deaths. The 
mortality rate, which has been high 
from the beginning of this outb'eap, 
has been rising steadily. The gen¬ 
eral rate is a little leas than 1$ per 
cent, while July 4th s rale was over 
J7 1 - - per cent of all the cases re¬ 
ported. unquestioned and suspected.

organism, it is now believed, has been 
is-dated, but the medium ol com¬ 
munication is not knowm definitely. 
Many theories have been advanced, 
without positive acceptance by hy¬ 
gienic authorities. The suspicion p c- 
vails that the disease is communi¬ 
cated through the air by inhalation, 
and is carried by the blond from the 
lungs into the nerve centers, which it 
primarily attacks. Th c only precau¬ 
tion that can be take* is to keep 
children isolated and prevent their 
Association in play or elsewhere. Al¬ 
ready orders have been given to keep 
children under sixteen year* from ail 
motion picture thcaLcrs^n New York, 
and it is possible that speh estab¬ 
lishments may be closed altogether 
if the epidemic is rrot soon cheeked. 
Adults may carry the disease with¬ 
out actually developingTts symptoms, 
and thus the problem ol prevention 
is not confined to the treatment of 
Hie children. The situation is one ot 
«xtremc gravity and the health au¬ 
thorities of NVw York are facing a 
desperate battle to prev^nr a <TT«af|Lr.

GENERAL ALLIED OFFENSIVE. 

All the European dispatches idni- 
rate that the long-expected general 
drive of the Allied armies is effective. 
The tremendous Russian offensives 
tn Yolhynia, Galicia and Rukowina, 
followed shortly by a renewed Ital¬ 
ian attack against the Austrians, are 
about to be supplemented, if would 
appear by a British offensive on the 
Western from, coupled probably with 
a French attack south of the Somme. 

Apparently the purpose of the Al¬ 
lies is to force the German* to a 
strictly defensive campaign. Thus 
far since the war began, except at 
the outset In East Prussia, the Ger¬ 
mans have conducted an offensive 
fight As a result of the new Rus¬ 
sian drive, however, the fighting on 
the East front is now chiefly defens¬ 
ive. although a counter offensive has 
been begun by the Germans north of 
Pinsk. 

The Italian offensive has followed 
quickly upon the relaxation of the 
Austrian drive, which was forced by 
the rremmdous pressure on the East¬ 
ern Austrian front. Apparently, the 
Italians, having lost considerable 
territory in the Austrian Tyrol, and 
part of their own lands, are now car-
